The $250,000 “face-lifting” job at Og-

Although most of the trans-Pacific 
trade vanished during the war, there has 
always been a fairly steady stream of 
freighters ¢ailing here for lumber, but 
Victoria has declined considerably from 
the position as one of the chief seaports 
on the Pacific coast she enjoyed earlier in 
the century. Now, most of the trade 
goes to the railhead at Vancouver.

The docké were built between May, 
1914, and Mafch, 1918, by Messrs, Grant, 
Smith & Co.jand McDonnell Ltd.) They 
were to have; been the first two of four 
piers which would have stretched trom 
the breakwater to the Rithet docks 
further north. Decision to build them 
was made by the government following 
an investigation and report by: Louis 
Coste in 1912 

At the samhe time as Pier A and Pier 
B were under construction, the, firm of 
Sir John Jarkson (Canada) Lif. was 
building the breakwater. The latter pro- 
ject was stafted in May, 1913, and com- 
pleted on Jag. 22, 1917. 

Pier A, @ one nearest the: break- 
water, is 1 feet long on its south side 
and 8300 feetijiong on the north. Pier B 
is 800 feet ldhg on both sides. ‘Bpth are 
250 feet wid® and are separated: by 300 
feet of water} 

The piers! are of solid construction. 
A total of 50 fmmense reinforced concrete 
eaissons, eadh 35 feet wide, 80 feet long 
and 36% feet deep, built at Esquimalt 
were floatediinto position and sunk to 
form the oulgide edges. The centre sec 
tion was filled with gravel and) rubbie. 

The projett now nearing completion 
by the contractors, City Cogstruction 
Company of iVancouver, has been a big 
one, 

During - the years: the action of the 
tide has gradually caused mueh of the 
gravel fill ta doze out between the cracks 
which separte the eaissons. 

Divers wete sent down and}256 cubic 
yards of coffrete grouting wefe poured 
into the 51. underwater joints. 


A total. of 500 cubic yards of ce 
ment was poured to make a new floor 
for Pier A, replacing the three-inch plank 
floor. 

The 210 posts which support the truss 
roof in the huge shed were put on three 
by three by one concrete slabs instead of 
the cedar footings as previously. This 
took an additional 150 yards of cement. 

The vertical face of the pier and the 
filling between caissons were gurinited to 
fill in places where the cement coping 
above the caissons had chipped. 

The C.N.R., which has run the docks 
for the government since Feb. 5, 1919, 
taid 1,600 feet of six-inch Transite water 
pipe along Pier A, replacing the old cast 
pipe. 

At the shore end of Pier A and on 
the adjoining ground, 16,460 square 
yards of asphalt were spread on a base 
of 2,740 cubic yards of crushed rocks. 
This is for*parking and storage. 

The asphalted surface has improved 
greatly the storage area by the docks. 
Prior to the reconstruction project, a 
relatively small amount of lumber could 
be piled to await freighters. With the 
more solid base, it can now be piled twice 
as high over a greater area. 

Superintendent on the project is Alex 
Gall of City Gonstruction Company, Also 
playing a ge part in it is J. A. Christie, 
resident C.N.R. engineer on the job who 
works under H. R. Wilkinson, the rail 
ways division engineer for Vancouver 
Island.
